ports were said to range from 38 cents 
to S1.16 a barrel. 


It was pointed out that during ;he 


past six years there were imported 
Into the United States 14,900,000 bar- 
rels of Portland cement, including 2,- 
200,000 barrels in 1928, Confronted 
•with tills large amount of cement 
coming into the country, the Ameri - 
can manufactruers found it necessa.'.v j 
to depress their price? in ports to less j 
than their cost of delivery. These 
reductions have dislocated prices on 
/ nnnual shipments of more than 99,- 


487,000 barrels or lil per cent of the 
entire American production. 


G. S. Brown, Easton, Pa., who pre- 


sented the case of the domestic manu- 
facturers, told the committee tha; 
I'oreign cement entered 18 American 
port cities in considerable quantitle.3 
in 1928. In 12 of these, he said, Am- 
erican cement was sold below its ac- 
tual delivered cost, but in no case 
1 was the American price as low as the 


Belgian price.

The scientist showed that sugar is used as 


a conserver of many foods, especially fruits. 


Discussing sugar as a flavorer, the scientist 
said: "One of the most praiseworthy develop- 
ments of the modern diet lies in the expansion 


of the use of fresh fruits . . . contingent on the free availability 
of sugar." ' 


Discussing sugar as a satiation factor, he said: "Topping off the 


meal with a swett dessert gives a sense of satiation . ... an 
important item in the diet." 


The scientist pointed out that "Sugar as a staple fuel ranks with 


starch . . . sugar is more rapidly digested than starch; otherwise 
they are entirely comparable fuels." 


He then denned the use of sugar as an emergency fuel, "The 


process of rcsorption is so rapid," he said, "that sugar appears in 
the muscles (the fire-box of the body) within a few minutes 
after ingestion." 


So it is that sugar is one of the most useful and least expensive,/ 


of foods. As a flavorer alone, it deserves a place in every diet for 
making other healthful foods -delicious.
